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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
applicants' amendment filed December 6, 2005 amending claim 1 and canceling claims 
2, 5, 7, 10, 1 1 and 14-22, the claims are now in condition for allowance. The closest 
prior art Kuti et al., Phosphoms, Sulfur and Silicon shows a process of preparing 
dibenzothiazepine compounds by reacting a 2-iodo-nitrobenzene and thiosalicylic acid 
in the presence of copper(l) oxide and pyridine to give 2-(2-nitrophenylthio)benzoic acid, 
which differs from the process of preparing dibenzothiazepine of the instant invention 
where the nitrobenzene compounds of fomnula (1) are reacted with thiosalicylic acid 
compound of formula (2) in a solvent selected from the group consisting of water, amide 
solvents, aliphatic alcohols, ketones and nitriles and in the presence of a base.
